The body of the torpedo, carrying the 
charg e, revolves w ith tremendous rapidity, 
the shaft in the re.ar being held motionless, 
lirst by a float to which the torpedo is a t­ 
tached, and afterw ards by four flat blades 
th at stick out from the shaft like so m any 
wing s t;f a churn paddle. 
Ptoaching the 
g uarils of 0 ship, the torpedo ducks its head, 
dives fourceeu feet into the w ater, raises its 
bead and darts ag ainst the ship’s hull.

steered until it reaches the ship by electric 
wires, but the most accurate shots can be 
made with it a distance of three q uarters of 
a mile.

Railroads had scarcely pene­ 
trated into that region yet, and telegraphs 
were mysterious things which a good many 
people did not even I »el ¡eve in. Therefor1 
the full history of Pea Ridge has never be. n 
written. 
Yet that fight is entitled to one 
unhappy distinction: It was the most bai bar- 
ous batt le of the civil war. 
During the first years of the war, the south 
had better generals than the north. As early 
as the summer of 1801, tho Confederacy sent 
an emissary west to 
stir up the Indians 
against the United 
States g o v e r n - 
ment. 
This was 
All>erf Pike, tho 
poet, a man of line 
1 hysiqtie and per- 
suasivo tongue. He 
labored successful 
ly w ith the tribes 
of the Indian terri­ 
tory, the Creeks, 
ALliKKT pike. 
Chieknsawx , Cboc- 
IFrom Lossing's “Civil War taws, 
Comanehes 
In America.“] 
a n d 
Cherokees. 
Chief John Ross, of the Cherokee nation op 
poeed hitn, but at length yielded to the impor­ 
tunities of the triiw?, and struck a bargain 
with the Confederate agent. Pike was the 
regularly n« *<*redited rommi isionor of the 
Confisler.ate States of America to tholu 
He promised to pay to the red men the annu­ 
ities they had heretofore received from the 
United States. He also promised to take the 
southern [» art of the Indian territory under 
Confederate protection. This included tho 
country of the Choctaws and Chickasaw.« . 
Piko’s design was to secure in time tho whole 
Indian teiritory to the Confederacy. 
The Indians raised a force of ,'5,000 men for 
the war. 
Jefferson Davis had authorized 
Pike to enlist three regiments. The Indian 
agreement was ratified at a mass meeting at 
Tahlequah, tho Cherokee'.capital. It was 
signed by “John Ross, Principal Chief of the 
Cherokee Nation.” It was secretly against 
his will, however. 
His wife, a young, well 
educated woman, was so oppose« l to it that 
she drove off the men who tried to raise a 
Confederate flag over her houses and they 
had to give up the attempt. This was tin* 
last of August, 1861. John Ross was nearly 
white, having only one-eighth Indian blood. 
He was a man fit for a groat leader any 
where. He had cast his lot with his Indian 
brethren, although his appearance gave no 
sign of the dusky blood in his veins. For 
more than forty years he had acted as the 
Moses who led his tribe from barbarism to 
civilization. 
He escaped north with his fani 
ily in the summer of 1802. 
Ross1 Indians, however, with 
those oi 
other trirbes, joined the Confederate army 
under Albert Pike, who was made a briga 
dier general. 
In Decemlier, 1801, the Confederate general, 
Sterling Price, who had advanced again inlo 
Missouri with ¿5,- 
000 men, made a 
rousing appeal to 
the men of 
that 
state to join him. 
Price had been a 
brigadier 
in 
tlie 
Mex ican w ar. 
He 
was a 
Virginian 
bom, but settled in 
Missouri. 
He was 
gov ernor of that 
state from 1853 to' 
2857. 
He was the 
leading 
spirit of 
secession 
in Mis­

Curt is was an Ohio man, a West 
Point graduate, anti he had been a colonel in 
the Mex ican war. 
He had been a congress 
man from Iowa, and lived in that state when 
the civil war broke out. 
An instructive part of war history is got 
from reading th« * correspondence and the re- 
ports ia ihe government archives. Nearly 
all th<> generals in tho field constantly l>eg tho 
department commanders for re-enforcements, 
and are answeretl that re-cnforceincuts are 
lx *ing forwar« le<l os fast os [» ossible. 
In Ilnllerk’s instruction to Curtis he con­ 
stantly urges the latter to ke« *p his men to- 
gethcr, and not let the enemy fight him in 
detail “Throw out your cavalry carefully,” 
says Halleck, “like fingers to the hand, so that 
they can be drawn in on tlie main tx x ly.” 
Curtis, in one of his letters, « leclar« *s that he 
must have cavalry horses, 400 new sets of a r­ 
tillery harness and “10,(KM) [» airs of pants.” 
Halleck answers back that “pants will lx* 
sent,” but he cannot spare any horses. 
Missouri and Arkansas were tho scene of 
the most desperate guerrilla fighting of the 
war, and this fact is also reflect©« ! in Curtis1 
letters. 
He tells Col. Clark Wright : “There 
Is a great, rot of rogues about Kcitsvillo and I 
hope you will find an« ! arrest and send back 
the most of them. 
Another of Curtis1 onlers 
is very strict in reganl to protection of pri­ 
vate property. 
He will not permit houses to 
be entered, unless for spies, arms or soldiers. 
“Restrain your troops from acts of cruelty 
and folly,” lie directs Col Wright. 
Gen. Price wintered at Springfield, getting 
recruits nml supplies. 
February 11, Curtis 
began his march against Price, As he ap­ 
proached, Price retroated south, and finally 
went over tho border into Arkansas. 
He 
ani[» ed at a place calle« l Cross Hollows. 
Curtis’ cavalry followed in close pursuit. 
Price retreated hastily, leaving a number of 
:-ick and a considerable amount of commis­ 
sary stores liohind him, 
He burned his bar­ 
racks at Cross Hollows. 
Near this pla« ?o occurred ono cf those out­ 
rages of the war which all must regret now. 
Borne of Price’s provisions were left at a ham­ 
let called Mud Town. 
Some Confederate 
officers, before they abandoned these, scat­ 
tered poison over them. 
Federal officers and 
men following on found the provisions, ate 
of them and sickened and died. 
Who per­ 
petrated the act has never been ex actly ascer­ 
tained. 
But it shows what warfare in Mis­ 
souri and Arkansas meant in those days. 
Price continued retreating till ho came to 
Boston mountains. 
Look on the map and 
you will roe a spur of the Ozark range ex ­ 
tending into the northwest corner of Arkan­ 
sas, about fifty miles south of the l» order. 
This is the Boston mountains, a stretch of 
hills 2,(M!0 foot high. 
Hen. Earl Van Dorn had been recently ap­ 
pointed to tho command of the Confederate 
Trans-Missi s s i p p i 
department Many 
regard Van Dorn 
as the most brilliant 
cavalry officer of 
the Confederacy. 
There was ill feeling 
between Hens. Ster­ 
ling Pri« *e and Ben 
McCulloeh in Mis 
souri, and Jefferson 
Davis s e n t V a n 
Dorn from Virginia 
to rank both and 
take command. He

fired to welcome him, and he addressed the 
troops.

PKA RtDOE BATTLE GROUND. 
Halleck1« orders to Curtis had been to keep 
the enemy south of Boston mountains. But 
small detachments of his troops had lioen left 
as guards here and there along the route, a^ 
ho followed after Price, till his arm y had lx ;- 
conie stretched out very thin. 
They had 
marched into Arkansas traveling at th** rate 
of twenty mile« a day, an ex traordinary 
march under 
the circumstances. 
Curtis’ 
force was much smaller than the re-enforced 
Confederate arm y. 
Curt is therefore fell back 
north from the neighborhood of Boston 
mountains and took a position nearer to Mis 
souri. at Bentonv¡lie. 
He had retreated from 
Fayetteville. 
Van Dorn followed and the 
Confederate array became in turn the pursuer. 
Curtis resolved to disj><*.-><* lhs forces about 
Sugar creek, near Bentonville, and await the 
battle which he saw must come. 
Until he reached Sugar creek, however, be 
was not aware of Van Dorn1« arrival in the 
Confederate camp. 
It made things look 
shaky for his little army, 25,000 against 12,000, 
but Curtis did not weaken. 
It was too late 
to run, if 
hod wanted to. 
The reader will see from the map tho dispo­ 
sition of the forces on each side. 
Sugar creek 
flows first westward through a mountain de- 
fil**, then northward, skirting a dum p of 
mountains. 
Tlie westerly portion of tlie 
clump is t soled Pea Ridge. 
Thence tha battle 


get» its name. 
It is also sometimes called the 
Hattie of Elkhom tavern, from a house in 
t he eastern part o f the mountain group. 
In tho map the black, broken lines to the 
northward indicate the Confederate troops, 
the open ones a little south of them the 
Federal« . 
By a skillful movement Van 
Dorn had flank« x l Curtis on the night of 
March 0 and gained his rear. This threatened 
to cut off Curtis’communication with » Spring­ 
field, Mo., and his supplies. The aspect was 
black enough. 
uen. Franz Bigel distinguished himself hon­ 
orably in a skirmish on March 6. 
His camp 
was tho most westerly of Curtis1 forces, being 
near Bentonville, which apjiears on the map. 
Van Dorn passed through that town on his 
way northward to get in Curtis1 rear. 
By 
skillfully « covering his right Hank with a ca\ - 
airy movement Bigel managed to get off with 
his whole » supply train and convey it to ¡Sugar 
creek. About 600 men and five pieces of light 
artillery were behind at Bentonville, and in a 
moment they wero surrounded with Confed­ 
erate cavalry and infantry. 
Bigel himself 
was fortunately with them, however, having 
staid with the rear guard. 
He handled the 
brave (MM) so skillfully, now fighting, now re­ 
treating, always nearer to Curtis and Pea 
Ridge, that lie managed to bring them nearly 
all off in safety, over a distance of ten miles. 
Sigel is now United Btafces pension agent at 
New York. 
Curtis1« front was to the south, from which 
direction lie ex p« x *ted the enemy to come 
Van Dorn on his 
northward 
ma ivh 
made a detour to 
the west and flanked 
Curtis on the right 
by a masterly move­ 
ment. 
He left Pike 
and his Indians two 
miles 
to 
Curtis1 
right, and another 
small force to make 
a feint on the front 
w hile he dashed on 
with all sj» eed to 
make the real attat’k 
on the Federal rear. 
The surprise was complete. Not till the 
morning of March 7, did Curtis discover 
what his enemy was up to. Then with tho 
utmost haste h<* wheeled his men about and 
changed roar to front, and stretched his army 
in line of battle across Pea Ridge. Van 
Dorn1« force was twice as large as his own, 
an» 1, included Indians and border Tex ans. 
Curtis' battle line ex tended east and west 
across Pea Ridge between three and four 
miles from Sugar creek to Elkhom tavern. 
W ith this hastily changed Federal front, tho 
two armies faced ea« .*h other like this: 
Confederates on the north, Federals on the 
south: 
McCullough, 
McIntosh, 
Price. 
(Cross Timber Hollow). 
Sigel, 
Asboth, 
Davis, 
Carr. 
Tlie names are thcwe of Van Dorn1« and 
Curtis' division « commanders. Gen. Alex ander 
Asboth had 
charge of Curtis1 cav alry and 
artillery . Cross Timber Hollow was a deep 
and difficult rav ine, cov ered with fallen trees 
between the two armies. Through this hollow 
they had to reach each other. 
Col Osterhaus, of Chicago, opened th« 
fight by 
an attack on Van Dorn’s centei 
at 10:30 in the morning, March 7 . J ust as h# 
commenced this mov ement word was hastilj 
brought to Curtis that his pickets bai been 
driv en in.

Boon there wa* 
tremendous flghtfng. 
The woods swarmed 
with C<» nf« x !i r.» tu®, w ho seemed to spring from

Chirr*« division, on th© **x trem© 
right, had Uor*:i heavily attacked, and Ox ter- 
ban« wn*. di m n back. 
Curtis had ordered 
Ot ii. Davis to the rolief of Carr on the right, 
bur (Mi'Hhuus1 men came flying !>a<*k ujx m 
tin* center. Tin* order to Davis wa s (*ounter- 
raatided, nn» J In* was told to stay and help 
Ox t*» rhaus. 
H« j quickly changed his lino «»f 
march under fire. 
Very shortly Gen. Davi- 
found himself ainl Osterhaus fighting MeCul- 
loch, McIntosh, Pike and all Pike's Indians, 
with the poet ami John lie» *« at the head oi 
them _ Back he ami Osterhaus wavered, nnd 
then gathered strength and advanced again. 
They swaj ed back and forth in a storm of 
shot. 
All at once tho Eighteenth Indiana 
came sweeping down upon tho flank nnd rear 
of the Confederate center with ball and 
bayonet. 
It H'*ttle« l the fortune of the « lay 
then. 
The Con federates broke an« l flo« i 
Both Gens. McCulloeh and McIntosh f«*l 
mortally wounded. Their forces tried to re­ 
form, but » Sigel came up with two batteries 
of heavy artillery and it was all over. 
Then Bigel moved over to the Federal 
right 
to help Carr. That day Carr had fought 
ro%*en mortal hours 
against Price. Van 
Dorn himself was 
in eomrnaml here 
most of the « lay, 
nnd here the most 
terrific fighting of 
tho 
l» attle 
t« x » k 
place. 
Early 
in 
the day Col Carr 
had sent to Curtis 
for re en fo r ce­ 
ments. Tliey could 
not be « part'd. 
He 
fougbt 
on, 
and 
once more sent for 
help, saying he could hold out no longer. 
Again there was no assistance. “Persevere,1* 
said the commanding general. 
He « li« l so, 
till a fourth <»f bis men lay dead, dying ami 
wounded upon the field. 
When the left and 
« vnter wore safe, and Asboth. G* n. Curtis 
nnd Inter Sig**I 
himself, prosscd to Carr's aid. 
they found him fighting on slid, with n slinl 
tered army, ami fie* ground for a mile strewn 
with his deed and wounded. 
The fighting was renewed hotly as ever for 
a time ami Asix ith whs wounded. 
Time 
.light fell, ami both armies bivouacked upon 
the field, with fI»** dead an« I « lyingall nbon] 
them. 
In the morning of March H, there was inor« 
fighting m ound Elkhom tavern. 
The force 
of both armies was 
concentrate« ! 
there. 
Bi gel's men with several heavy batteries bon* 
the brunt of it. Gen. Davis opened n 
«toss 
tin* on the Confe« h*ratc 1« ft. Cannon thund ** 
ui;d iron hail til!« « ! the air with terror, till at 
last the ( ’onfederates could endure it no 
longer. 
Their butteries were planted upon 
the hills of Pea Ridge. 
They turned to fly, 
and Sigel's men were « lashing up th * hills 
nfter them. 
It was a picturesque 
sight. 
Curtis says in his report: 
“The upward movement of the gallant 
Tuirty-six th Illinois, with its dark blue line 
oi men nnd its gleaming bayonets, steadily 
r- se from base to summit, where it dashed 
forward, driving and scattering tho enemy 
froru these commanding heights.” 
So ended the battle of Pea Ridge. 
It was 
not a victory for either side, but it ended the 
fighting in tlmt part of Arkansas and Mis­ 
souri. 
It was fought in a corner near the 
border line of three states, Missouri, Arkan 
sits, Kansas ami tiie Indian Territory. 
Van 
Dorn encamped with his men eight miles 
from the battle field, ami buried his « lead un­ 
der a flag of truce. 
Then he went his way 
south of 
Boston mountains, g« *tting off 
with nearly all his baggage. 
The loss on 
each si« le was about 1,000. 
Both armies had 
tad enough of fighting for u time. 
Crtrtis 
encamped at Kcitsville to rest and oare'foi 
bi? men. 
Pike's Indians tomahawked tlieir fallen foes 
nnd scnl[» ©d and mutilated them. A Confed­ 
erate officer, in a letter to Tho Richmond 
Whig, declared that,lie saw the Tex ans doing 
the same thing. 
On the other hand. Van 
Dorn charged that, some of Bigel's men m ur­ 
dered several prisoners of war in cold blood. 
It must be remembered that Pea Ridge \va# 
•pecimen of borde: warfare.
